| Mexico City, January 29.—The city 


| of Orizaba, 70 miles from Vera Cruz, 
| has been captured by the federal army 
that is advancing on De la Huerta’s 
capital. 

Esperanza and Oriental, important 
railway centers on the eastern front, 
also have been captured by the gov- 
ernment troops, which are under the 
command of Secretary of War Ser-|j 
rano, 

In his dispatches reporting the ad- 
vance, Serrano states that the revo- 
lutionists’ casualties total 2.500 men 
killed and wounded, and that the fed- 
eral troops have captured several 
trains and much war material. 

Predicts Fall of Vera Cruz. 

‘Vera Cruz will fall before the end 
of the week,” General Arnulfo Gomez, 
military governor of the Valley of 
Mexico, told the United News: 

Gomez stated that fn the ng 
at Esperanza 1,500 rebels had been 
taken prisoner. He confirmed earlier | 
reports that 1,000 insurgents had been 
killed in this battle, and said that as 
the rebel forces in the city had num- 
bered only 3,000 men the federal 
victory had left the enemy broken and 
demoralized. 

“The rebel chief of staff was 
killed,”” Gomez said, “and we have re- 
ceived an unconfirmed report that the 
body of General Sanchez (military 
chief of the De la Huerta rebellion) 
is on its way to Vera Cruz.” 

“The battles which culminated in' 
the fall of Esperanza rank in magni- | 
tude among the most significant in 
Mexican history,” he added.

MONEY PROMISED

Immediate completion of the first 
unit of Girls’ High school, at a cost 
of $365,000 of 1924 revenue, was 
voted unanimously by the board of 
education in spevial session Monday 
on motion of former President W. W. 

Mr. Gaines was appointed 
chairman of a temporary finance and 
building committee. 

“The board is morally obligated to 
the people of Atlanta to have Girls’ 
High school reudy for occupancy by 
September and ceuncil has promised 
to give us the money we need through 
a special tax,’”’ Mr. Gaines said. “We 
can depend on council to see us 
through.” 

The board’s action is final and will 
not require ratification by council, 
because the money for the school is 
to be taken out of the 26 per cent 
of the city’s income which the charter 
apportions to ti Bear? to 


its own discretion.

Central Wing Under Way. 

The central wing of the first unit 
of the school is being built.

FALL ON VERGE

After further discussion the com- 
mittee decided to hear the doctors 
tomorrow morning. At the same time 
it also will examine Director Bain 
of the bureau of mines with respect 
to the disposal of storage oil from 
naval reserve number 1, in California, 
and of Royalty oil in the Salt Creek 
field.

New York, January 29.—Decem- 
ber 1s not as good a month fer the rail- 
roads as November when crops are 
still being exchanged for merchandise 
and when the volume of traffic is not 
far from the year’s peak; however, 
the returns Yor December of 1923 now 
coming to hand show losses from the 
corresponding period of 1922. Penn 
sylvania, for example, reports onlv 
$54,769,000 gross for last December 
against $57,444,000 the vear before. 
This loss in gross, nevertheless, was 
more than offset by a cut in operat- 
ing expenses, net operating income 
for last month amounting to $8,724,- 
000 against only $6,131,000 the year 
before. For the full year Pennsyl- 
vania shows gross of $721,397.000 
against $646,352,000 and net of $53. 
856.000 against $73,406,000. 

The first 34 railroads to report for 
December show gross of $234.909,000 
against $242.815,000 for 1922, a de- 
erease of 3.2 per cent, with net of 
$35.102.000 against $42,468,000 for 
November of 1923. and £37,532.000 
for December of 1922. The returns 
of these 34 railroads indicate that 
the class one railroads witi show for 


December the rate of 4.6 per cent 
earned on valuation with the full year 
1923 showing 5.12, the best year since 
before the war. Information obtained 
from reliable western sources is be- 
hind the good buying here in the 
shares of Texas company.
